Demon  Swimmers  Sink  Vanderbilt  51-24 


In  the  first  swimming  meet  of 
the  season,  the  Demon  swimmers 
showed  good  form  in  defeating 
Vanderbilt  University  51-24. 

Despite  the  loss  of  five  men 
from  the  swimming  team,  includ- 
ing such  outstanding  men  as  Leo 
Ellison  and  Fred  Hoff,  to  the 
armed  forces  since  the  Christmas 
holidays.  Coach  John  Piscopo  had 
enough  reserve  strength  to  over- 
power the  Vanderbilt  team. 

Myron  Lockey  of  Monroe  set 
a  new  pool  record  in  the  200- 
yard  breaststroke  event  when  he 
clipped  1.5.1  seconds  off  the  old 
record  of  3:00.9.  Lockey  also  won 
first  place  in  the  440-yard  free- 
style and  was  a  member  of  the 
winning  medley  relay  team,  to  be 
high  point  man  for  the  Demon 
team. 

Vanderbilt  took  first  place  in 
the  freestyle  relay  and  in  the  220- 
yard  freestyle.  In  the  seven  other 
events  the  visitors  won  two  sec- 
ond  places   and   six   third   places. 

The  Demons  placed  first  in 
seven  events,  second  in  five  events, 
and  third  in  one  event  to  pile  up 
a  total  of  51  points  in  the  nine- 
event    contest. 


The  remainder  of  the  schedule 
for  the  Demon  swimmers  include 
contests  with  Memphis  Navy,  Jan- 
uary 20:  Southern  Methodist  Uni- 
versity. February  3;  Texas  A.  & 
M.,  February  10;  Pensacola  Navy, 
February  17;  Memphis  Navy, 
February  24;  and  Southeastern 
AAU  meet  at  Emory  University, 
March  3.  All  the  contests  except 
the  last  two  will  be  staged  in  the 
Northwestern   pool.

Plans  for  the  new  Armory  call 
or  a  one-story  building  of  suffi- 
ient  ceiling  height  to  permit  the 
lousing  of  40  and  90-millimeter 
mti-aircraft  guns  with  all  neces- 
ary  controls  and  equipment  that 
;o  along  with  them.  A  rifle  range 
s  also  included  in  the  proposed 
rmory. 

The  plans  specify  a  building 
i^hose  dimensions  are  approxi- 
nately  75  feet  by  81  feet,  allow- 
ng  about  6,000  square  feet  of 
loor  space  for  operation  of  the 
quipment  to  be   used.

(Conlinuctl  f  roni  Page  I ) 
up  on  the  recruiting  offices  of  the 
Air  Corps  and  the  Navy.  The 
main  greeting  on  the  campus  be- 
tween men  students  was  the  same 
old  question:  "When  are  you  go- 
ing to  leave?" 

Official  resignations  reached  a 
total  of  99  last  week;  however  two 
or  three  of  those  resigning  have 
returned  to  school  because  of  re- 
duced quotas  in  the  recruiting 
offices. 

Practically  all  students  enter- 
ing the  armed  services  have  en- 
listed in  the  Air  Corps  or  the 
Navy.  In  the  language  of  several 
enlistees,  the  preference  is  ex- 
plained by  the  expression:  "I 
don't  want  any  of  this  walking 
army." 

No  doubt  the  early  rush  is  about 
over  as  reduced  quotas  on  the  part 
of  recruiting  stations  indicate  the 
possibility  of  a  freeze  on  enlist- 
ments except  through  the  Selec- 
tive Service  System,  as  was 
adopted  during  World  War  II. 

Of  the  men  students  resigning, 
50  are  from  the  School  of  Educa- 
tion, 33  from  the  School  of  Ap- 
lied  Sciences,  and  16  from  the 
School  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 
Hardest  hit  by  resignations  was 
the  football  squad,  which  has  lost 
15  men. 

The  number  listed  above  does 
not  include  those  students  who 
left  for  the  armed  forces  without 
filing  official  resignations  with 
the  Registrar.
